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Takeover at blighted pool 

ELY’S Paradise Pool looks BY JORDAN DAY 


set to receive a revamp as it 
is being taken over by a 
new firm. 

Leisure Connection, the 
Bedfordshire-based firm 
which has been managing the 
much-criticised swimming 
pool, has had its contract 
scrapped by East Cambs 
District Council. 

As of July 23, Sports and Leisure 
Management (SLM) Ltd, operating 
under its brand name, Everyone 
Active, will take charge of the pool, 
in partnership with the council. 

SLM bosses say their main aim is 
to freshen up the pool over the 
summer and introduce activities 
designed to get people back in the 
water. 

Paul Dowling, regional director 
for SLM, said: “We are delighted to 
be starting our Everyone Active 
partnership with East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council. 

“Everyone Active already 
operates six sites in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire including Parkside 
Pools, Abbey Pools and Jesus Green 
Lido so we have a great deal of 
experience in bringing water-based 
activities that local people want to 
take part in. 

“This is an exciting time for us 
all.” 

As well as freshening up the pool 
and its facilities, the firm plans to 
launch a new swimming lesson 
programme, children’s swimming 
sessions with inflatables and results 
cards for people to use for fitness 
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swimming. 

The news will come as a relief to 
local families, many of whom have 
been complaining about the poor 
hygiene at the pool for some time. 

In the last 12 months, the pool 
has had to close numerous times 
due to tiles lifting off the pool floor. 
It had to shut after an outbreak of 
threadworm. 

Last year, parents even said they 
were boycotting the facility, 
describing its condition as 
“disgusting”. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of 
the council’s community and 
environment committee, said 
people should be excited about 
SLM taking over the management 
of the pool. 

He said: “We are all genuinely 
excited about what the new 
managers will bring to the Paradise 
Pool which has helped so many to 
learn to swim and take exercise 
over the years. 

“While a new leisure centre 
remains the aim of the district 
council, we believe it is vitally 
important to keep our existing 
facilities running. 

“I think it was a wiser man than 
me who once wrote ‘it is in games 
that many men discover their 
paradise’. Well, I like to think 
Everyone Active will be helping to 
get us all fit and healthy in the years 
to come.” 

A spokeswoman for Leisure 
Connection said the firm did not 
want to comment.

ENERGY levels were high as hundreds of children got 
into the spirit of the London Olympics.

“You could see the fun in all the children’s faces 
and it was certainly a fitting countdown to the London 
Olympics.” 
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Junction plan ‘key’ to boosting region’s economy 


UPGRADING the Ely North Junction has 
been identified as a priority in a major 
blueprint to transform the region’s rail 
network. 

The major document, called Once in a 
Generation - a Rail Prospectus for East 
Anglia, has been launched by MPs, 
business leaders and local authorities in a 
bid to make major improvements to the 
region’s rail services — something which 
campaigners say will create thousands of 
jobs and unlock billions of pounds of 


investment. 

One of the main priorities in the scheme 
is upgrading the Ely North Junction, which 
links London, Cambridge, Norwich, 
Peterborough and King’s Lynn. 

By double tracking the Ely junction 
bottleneck, which could cost as little as 
£10m, campaigners say it could generate 
economic benefits totalling £100m. 

It would also allow trains to run every 
half an hour from Cambridge to King’s 
Lynn and Norwich, and it would relieve 


pressure on the region’s congestion- 
blighted roads by enabling more freight to 
be taken by rail from Felixstowe to the 
Midlands. 

Julian Huppert, Cambridge’s MP, said: 
“Our region is a critical driver of jobs, 
growth and high-tech innovation - but our 
rail system is outdated, unreliable and 
overcrowded. 

“With a fast growing population, if we 
fail to invest in our railways we risk stifling 
our region’s economy, jeopardising jobs 


and crippling businesses. It’s not a risk we 
can afford to take.” 

Other targets for the next seven years 
include the introduction of 125mph 
intercity express trains between London 
Kings Cross, Cambridge and King’s Lynn, 
more direct connections between 
Cambridge and Peterborough, and arrivals 
at Stansted from 4am for early morning 
check-ins.

Now students hit out 
over new school logo 


PUPILS at King’s Ely have 
joined in the row over the 
school’s rebranding - with 
one describing it as a “utter 
travesty”. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
about £100,000 is being spent on 
rebranding the independent 
school, which includes launching 
a new logo, uniform and website. 

Some Old Eleans, the name 
given to former King’s pupils, are 
furious and claim the school’s 
head, Sue Freestone, has ignored 
their views. 

They say parents will also be 
forced to fork out on extra costs on 
top of the fees to kit their children 
out in new uniforms. 

Mrs Freestone would not 
confirm how much the rebranding 
exercise had cost but said the 
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school’s old logo did “not reflect 
the reality of King’s Ely today”. 

But now current pupils at the 
school have also started to voice 
their anger. 

Commenting on the Weekly 
News website, Henry Sandercock, 
a sixth-former at King’s said: “I 
have been a King’s pupil for 
coming up to 16 years and I feel 
that this new logo is a complete 
and utter travesty. 

“Not one pupil I have spoken to 
has said that they like the changes 
and I feel it is ruining what is a 
fantastic school with a fantastic 
bunch of teachers and facilities.” 

Another sixth-former, who did 
not want to be named, said: “The 


rebranding is completely 
pointless. 

“There was nothing wrong with 
the old logo in fact I thought it was 
much better than the new one. 

“Nobody seems happy with 
what is going on but the head and 
others are just pressing on with it. 
Nobody has been given a say. 

“It’s just a complete waste of our 
parents’ money.” 

Some Old Eleans who have 
spoken to the Weekly News say 
tens of thousands of pounds have 
been spent on appointing 
London-based designers to create 
the new logo. 

They insist the new logo “lacks 
character” and that their views 
have been "ignored”. 

One Old Elean said: “All of this 
has been rubber-stamped without 
anyone really being given a say. 


“Fees are high enough as it is 
without asking parents to kit their 
children out with new uniforms. 
It’s going to cost them a fortune. 

“As far as the new logo is 
concerned, many of us don’t even 
like it. It’s too modern and it lacks 
character. But once again, our 
views have been ignored and the 
decisions have been made.” 

Mrs Freestone added: “The new 
logo takes its inspiration from the 
architecture of the cathedral, the 
movement of the river, and colour 
from the ceiling of the nave, whilst 
cleverly incorporating the school’s 
initials.” 

She said the new uniform will be 
phased in over a two-year period 
and that students will be able to 
wear their existing uniforms until 
the end of that period.

Heritage bid 
submitted 


AN empty shop could be 
transformed into a village ‘heritage 
centre’, the Weekly News can reveal. 

Plans to turn the former JH Adams 
& Sons ironmongers in Littleport 
into the Littleport Heritage Centre 
have been put forward to East 
Cambs District Council. 

The proposals, submitted by 
David Porter and Peter Audus, 
include converting the first floor of 
the shop, in Main Street, into a one- 
bedroom flat and demolishing some 
outbuildings at the rear of the shop 
to make way for houses. 

The plan is to lease the shop to the 
Littleport Society for 30 years at a 
peppercorn rent. 

Arts Development in East Cambs 
(ADeC) is also backing the heritage 
centre plans. 

In a letter to the council, the 
charity’s director, Jane Wilson, said: 
“We strongly support the planning 
application for the building, 
recognising the importance of 
holding onto community history for 
future generations to enjoy.” 

The applicants said: “The 
proposed development will remove 
the unsightly run-down workshops 
and storage units and create 
additional needed rental 
accommodation in this town-centre 
position. The new development will 
use suitable materials that will sit 
well in its surroundings and respect 
and enhance adjacent existing 
buildings.”

Tent family ordered

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A HOMELESS family 
living in a tent have 
been told to move on - 
six months after they 
first pitched up. 

The Romanian family, who 
speak little English and are 
believed to be a father, mother 
and grown-up son, have been 
sleeping in a tent in Ely’s 
Jubilee Gardens every night 
since December. 

The family, who are busking 
in Ely during the day, were 
reported to East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council and 
other authorities the same 
week they moved into the 
gardens, according to the 
Friends of Jubilee Gardens. 

But the council, which owns 
the gardens, which has only 
now served the family with a 
notice to move on, insists they 
only became aware of the 
family in March. 

Jane Hollingworth, the 
council’s head of housing, said 
the authority is now working 
with police to enforce the

“Not only is it not fair on 
these people to be sleeping in 
a tent but it is also not fair for 
everyone who uses the garden. 

“People have said to us that 
they feel intimidated by them 
and that is not on. It is also not 
a good image for the gardens. 

“The family pitch their tent 
in the evening and then take it 
down in the morning, but they 
leave their belongings piled 


beneath the magnolia tree in 
the garden’s sensory area. 

“We’ve also had reports that 
these people are going to the 
toilet in the gardens. The 
council needs to find these 
people a solution and fast.” 

Susan Bailey, from Ely, says 
she feels “scared” to walk her 
dogs past the area. 

She said: “It’s not nice for 
them but it’s not nice for us 
locals either. Jubilee Gardens is 
popular with families and dog 
walkers but I’m actually quite 
scared to walk my dogs 
through the park while they 
are there. 

“I can’t believe they’ve been 
here for months and nothing 
has been done about it.” 

Mrs Hollingworth said: “We 
have spoken to the people who 
have been living in a tent on 
Jubilee Gardens and tried to 
help them to find a solution to 
their homelessness. 

“Unfortunately they have 
not taken the advice and we 
have had to serve them with a 
notice to move on. 

“We are now working with 
an interpreter and the local 
police will enforce this notice 
as soon as possible.” 
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Upgrade for playground 


FAMILIES in Haddenham have 
plenty to be excited about. 

Work on revamping the village’s 
play area on the recreation ground 
began last week. 

About £100,000 is being spent 
on upgrading the park, including 
new play equipment. 

The project is being led by the 
parish council and has been in the 
pipeline for about five years. 

Parish and district Cllr Gareth 
Wilson said: “We’ve been 
consulting the village for the past 
few years and asking them what 
they would like the play area to be 
like. 

“Every single resident, including 
every child, has been able to have 
their say and it really has been a 
big community effort. 

“There is going to be lots of new 


equipment, including an unusual 
climbing wall, balancing 
equipment, a net swing, a 
roundabout which you can also 
walk on, as well as a castle palace 
and rocking equipment for the little 
ones. We’re even getting a zip wire 
and some outdoor gym equipment. 

“The aim is to make the play 
area a place for the whole village. 
Many of our councillors can 
remember playing on the 
equipment there so it’s about time 
it was upgraded.” 

The project is being funded by a 
£35,000 grant from WREN, £10,000 
of Big Lottery funding and a large 
chunk of Section 106 money. 

The work should be completed 
within the next two weeks and the 
parish council is organising a 
formal opening ceremony.

Callum rows to new charity total 


COURAGEOUS teenager Callum 
Fairhurst went through blood, 
sweat and tears on Saturday - 
the day which marked the third 
anniversary of his brother’s 
death. 

Fourteen-year-old Callum, the 
brother of inspirational cancer 
fundraiser Liam, took part in a 
mammoth rowing challenge to 
raise funds for the charity set up 
in memory of his sibling, the 
Liam Fairhurst Foundation. 

Callum, from Soham, rowed 
the equivalent of the English 
Channel on a static rowing 
machine - a whopping 21 miles 
- in three hours and 10 minutes. 

The fundraising challenge was 
held at The Grafton centre in 
Cambridge and crowds of 
shoppers crowded around him 
to offer their support. 

The event raised just over 
£5,000 - meaning Callum has 
raised a total of £80,000 for good 
causes since his brother passed 
away.

much money in memory of 
Liam, and that I’m sticking to my 
promise to help people who are 
less fortunate than me.”

Council call for 
recycling views 


A PUBLIC consultation has 
been launched to allow 
people to speak up over 
recycling issues in the Ely 
area. 

East Cambs District Council is 
running the consultation as part 
of its application to the Gov¬ 
ernment funding to improve the 
district’s waste and recycling 
service. 

The council announced earlier 
this year that it had applied to the 
Government for £5m to increase 
the quality of the district’s waste 
collection and make it easier for 
residents to recycle. 

East Cambs currently recycles 
just 37 per cent of its waste - the 
lowest in the region. 

If the bid is successful, the 
council plans to introduce a new 
fortnightly wheeled bin recycling 
collection, including paper, glass, 
metal cans, plastics, cartons and 
cardboard.

Chiefs also want to have a new 
fortnightly wheeled bin collection 
for organics such as food and 
garden waste. 

The money would also be spent 
on a fleet of new vehicles for the 
new services, as well as a 
rescheduling of rounds to reduce 
carbon emissions. 

The council believes that if the 
bid is successful, the new service 
could be in place by the end of 
2014 and that the district’s 
recycling rate could rise to 45 to 50 
per cent. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of 
the council’s community and 
environment committee, is urging 
people to speak up about what 
changes they would like to see. 

He said: “Earlier this year we 
submitted an outline bid to the 
Government for £5m to help 
improve the waste and recycling 


service in East Cambridgeshire. 

“The funding would come from 
the Department for Communities 
and Local Government’s Weekly 
Collection Reward Scheme’ - 
which is making £250m available 
to all authorities. 

“We are very hopeful that our 
bid will succeed but it is important 
that we allow residents to have 
their say on what is being 
proposed. 

“Please take the time to have 
your say so you can help us plan 
the services of the future.” 

The council says that properties 
which can not accommodate 
wheelie bins due to a lack of space 
or access issues would be allowed 
to stick with existing services. 

The consultation runs until the 
end of July and surveys can be 
picked up from the council offices 
in Nutholt Lane, Ely.

Praise for eco-homes 
as plans are approved 


PLANS to build two quirky 
energy-efficient homes in 
PrickwiRow have been given 
the green light. 

Tim and Sue Hill applied to 
build the two homes - one for 
them and one for their 
daughter and her children - in 
Ely Road, Prickwillow. 

The proposals have now 
been approved by planners at 
East Cambs District Council, 
who praised the properties as 
being “innovative” and 
“environmentally- friendly”. 

Both properties will be built 
using timber frames insulated 
with sheep’s wool and hemp. 
The walls will be part-made 
using straw with a lime render. 

Mr and Mrs Hill, who lived in 
Stretham for 25 years before 
they bought the plot, said that 
once complete, the homes will 


be so energy-efficient that they 
will only need heating for the 
coldest six weeks of the year 
and that their energy usage will 
be virtually zero. 

Solar water heating will 
provide 60 per cent of the hot 
water for the properties while 
rainwater harvesting will 
provide free water for toilets 
and drainage. 

Microclimates will also be 
created around the house to 
control temperature which 
could reduce the family’s 
energy use by up to 90 per 
cent. 

Council planners praised the 
family for the “low-carbon 
environment ally-friendly 
scheme” they had come up 
with and the Ely Society 
described the plans as 
“imaginative”.

I 
have one suggestion for those who 
complain about the other species - 
which have at least as much right to 
be here as the rest of us - if you 
don’t like what the countryside is, 
including a bit of mess from 
farmers’ cattle and the beautiful 
bird life, then go and live 
somewhere where these things will 
not bother you. I warn you, though, 
your life and especially your 
children’s lives will be all the poorer. 
To the council I say - stop being so 
repressive.

Before the beak 
for ‘fowl’ play 

Sir, I refer to the district council’s new 
powers to impose severe penalties on 
people convicted of duck feeding. 
Recently I went to Inverness to hear 
the outcome of the latest trial 
involving a person charged with duck 
feeding. I missed the morning session 
but, when the court reconvened in 
the afternoon, Lord Justice Well took 
his place, and placed the egg-blue 
environmental cap on his head. It was 
clear that the court was about to 
impose the supreme penalty 
The judge told the defendant: “For 
the second time in your long life you 
have been found guilty of committing 
a most heinous crime, namely duck 
feeding in a prohibited place. When 
you last appeared before this court 
you were treated leniently, and only 
received the maximum fine and six 
months’ imprisonment. You then 
chose to re-offend. 

“Not only that, you willfully 
encouraged young children to also 
feed the ducks. You must be made an 
example to deter others of a similar 
ilk. You are hereby sentenced to a fine 
of £2m and 12 months’ 
imprisonment. In addition, you will 
be deprived of the winter fuel 
payment for three years.” 

Outside the court, the Duck Regulator 
(Lord Geese) said that he was very 
pleased at the outcome of the case 


and the penalty imposed. He went on 
to deplore the outbreak of criminal 
activity along the waterfront in Ely, 
and said that the majority of 
offenders were generally old age 
pensioners and young children, who 
must be dealt with firmly 
I hope that the foregoing will serve as 
a clear warning, to all those who are 
tempted to feed the ducks, that it 
does not pay to fall ‘fowl’ of the law.

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Cloisters archway fears 

Shoppers call for action after fall of bricks sparks collapse concerns

PEDESTRIANS are too 
scared to walk through the 
arched entrance to Ely’s 
Cloisters shopping area - as 
they fear it is going to 
collapse. 

Shoppers insist “immediate 
action” needs to be taken to re¬ 
strengthen the structure - although 
Dexter Brown, the property 
management firm responsible for 
the Cloisters, insists the archway is 
“100 per cent safe”. 

The fears come just a few weeks 
after bricks came tumbling down 
from the roof of Dorothy Perkins, 
whose shop is connected to the 
archway. 

Large chunks of bricks and 
mortar fell down onto the 
pavement on Ely’s busy market day 
- but there was nobody standing in 
the area at the time. 

However, Mark Petrou, owner of 
Petrou Brothers Fish and Chip 
shop, which is next door to

Dorothy Perkins, says it is “only a 
matter of time” before the archway 
collapses. 

He said: “It really scares me. I will 
not walk my children through that 
area. It’s an accident waiting to 
happen and only a matter of time 
before it falls down. 

“The bricks fell down the other 
week because water seeped in and 
weakened the wall. I believe the 
same has happened all along the 
building, including the arch itself. 

“It’s dangerous and whoever is 
responsible need to take 
immediate action to make it safe.” 

Mum-of-two Rachel Blunt is also 
worried. 

She said: “If my children had 
been walking underneath that area 
when the bricks fell down they 
could have been very hurt. 

“In fact, one blow to the head 


and it could have killed them. 

“My worry now is that the whole 
of the building and the archway is 
structurally unsafe. 

“Have experts been out to assess 
the building and make sure it is 
safe? It’s a huge worry.” 

Richard Lee, a spokesman for 
Milton Keynes-based firm Dexter 
Brown, is assuring people that the 
entire building, including the arch, 
is safe. 

He said: “When we were told that 
the bricks had fallen from the end 
gable of the Dorothy Perkins unit 
we immediately sent engineers out 
to the scene. 

“Engineers have since looked at 
the entire building, including the 
archway and other areas of the 
Cloisters as we understand how 
serious this could have been. 

“There is absolutely nothing for 
people to worry about. 

“The entire building is 
structurally sound and 100 per cent 
safe.” 


Bridge promises quicker trains to London 


Gas installation 
to close street 


QUICKER train journeys 
between London and Ely are 
a step closer after a new 
bridge was lifted into place. 

The Hitchin flyover will see 
trains heading north from 
King’s Cross leave the east 
coast main line on a new 
stretch of track, avoiding the 
current flat junction just 
north of the town’s station. 

They will then cross the 
main line on a bridge and 


rejoin the old Ely route 
almost a mile to the east of 
Hitchin. 

Currently, trains heading to 
Ely have to cross three other 
lines, making the railway less 
reliable when delays occur. 

Network Rail lifted the 30- 
tonne main span of the 
bridge into position on 
Sunday, using a 120-tonne 
crane to complete the job in 
90 minutes. 


Phil Verster, Network Rail’s 
route managing director, 
said: “The Hitchin flyover will 
make a real difference to 
passengers who travel on the 
East Coast Main Line, as well 
as people travelling to 
Cambridge and beyond. 

“Trains will run more 
reliably and punctually, and 
we will have cleared one of 
the major bottlenecks on the 
route. 


“Lifting the main span into 
place is a milestone in the 
project and a sign that we are 
on track to deliver those 
benefits.” 

The £47mn project is 
expected to be completed by 
early 2014. 

Trains travelling from 
Cambridge to London will 
continue to use their normal 
route, as they do not have to 
cross any tracks. 


SILVER Street in Ely will be 
closed for two days next week 
to enable a property to be 
fitted with a new gas supply. 
Highways workers will close 
the road on Monday and 
Tuesday, July 9 and 10, for 
National Grid to carry out the 
work. The road is expected to 
re-open on Wednesday, July 
11. Signs have been put in 
place to warn motorists and a 
diversion will be put in place.

Fears on 

schools 

parking 


MOTORISTS are cau¬ 
sing chaos - and 
“putting children's lives 
at risk" by illegally 
parking outside local 
schools. 

Residents in Soham are 
pleading for drivers to stop 
parking outside the town’s 
two primary schools. 

Not only is it illegal for 
motorists to park on single 
yellow lines and ‘keep clear 
zones’ outside The 
Weatheralls and St Andrew’s 
Primary, but residents say it 
is also causing obstructions 
and making it unsafe for 
children attending and 
leaving school. 

Police are now patrolling 
outside both of the schools 
after the issue was raised at a 
local neighbourhood panel 
meeting and are warning 
drivers they will be fined or 
prosecuted if they are caught. 

Mother-of-two Helen Dye, 
from Soham, said: “Our 
children’s lives are being put 
at risk on a daily basis by 
these ignorant people. 

“They tend to think they 
can park wherever they like 
and that they can just ignore 
yellow lines. 

“Every morning and 
afternoon families have to 
weave in and out of cars 
parked outside the school 
gates and it’s getting beyond 
a joke. 

“Not only is it dangerous 
but they are also obstructing 
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the road and generally 
causing chaos in what should 
be a safe, child-friendly area. 

“I’m glad to see the police 
are taking the issue seriously 
and hopefully these drivers 
will soon get the message.” 

Police say the issue has 
been adopted as a local 
priority. 

PCSO Emma Graves said: 
“We have been patrolling 
outside schools in Soham as 
we have received several 
complaints from local 
residents about illegal 
parking outside schools and 
vehicles causing an 
obstruction. 

“Concerns were raised that 
drivers are parking on single 
yellow lines and on the keep 
clear zones in front of 
schools at a recent panel 
meeting. 

“It has been adopted as a 
panel priority and we will be 
working with highways and 
the schools to reduce road 
safety issues in Soham. 

“Myself and other officers 
will be carrying out patrols 
across the town and anyone 
caught parking illegally 
outside a school faces a fine 
or prosecution. 

“We are committed to 
making schools safe places 
for young people to attend.”

Parents: our 
kids need a 
safe crossing 


WORRIED parents insist a child 
will be “killed” unless a new 
pedestrian crossing is built in a 
street in Soham. 

Residents have launched a campaign 
for a new traffic light-controlled crossing 
to be built in Sand Street - which is used 
by hundreds of school pupils at Soham 
Village College and St Andrew’s Primary 
School each day. 

Concerned parents say there is an 
increasing number of children being 
“clipped” by cars and that the road’s 
existing crossing, which is not controlled 
by lights, is “dangerous”. 

Both of the school’s principals are 
backing the campaign, as are local 
councillors, including town councillor 
Julie Webb, who says Sand Street is “an 
accident waiting to happen”. 

Mum-of-two Tina Clark, who has one 
child at the college and one at St 
Andrew’s, said: “It is only a matter of 
time before a child is seriously hurt or, 
God forbid, killed. 

“Sand Street is a busy road which is 
used by hundreds of families everyday 
yet there is not a proper, safe pedestrian 
crossing for us to use. It’s disgusting. 

“We need a push-button crossing 
where cars are forced to stop and allow 
people to cross. 

“Currently, there are people of all ages 
trying to cross the road as and when they 
can and it’s so dangerous.” 

Another local mum, Sophie Eden, 
said: “I have to cross Sand Street with my 
children every day, twice a day, and it’s a 
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nightmare. I’ve witnessed numerous 
youngsters being clipped by cars over 
the last few months. 

“It’s ridiculous in this day of age that 
we haven’t got the right sort of 
pedestrian crossings for the right sort of 
roads. 

“We cannot afford to sit around and 
wait until a child is seriously hurt before 
we get the crossing this road needs.” 

Campaigners are urging the county 
council to install a new traffic light- 
controlled crossing in the road. 

Cllr Webb has described the road as “a 
complete and utter danger” and is 
addressing Soham Town Council to back 
the campaign. 

Cambridgeshire County Council says 
that highways bosses will be happy to 
discuss road safety concerns with 
campaigners. 

A spokesman for the authority added: 
“It may also be possible for the local 
community or organisations in Soham 
to request and help meet the cost of any 
agreed improvement work through the 
minor highways improvement 
arrangements.” 

A new crossing would cost in the 
region of £50,000.

College wins cash 
for science block

THE Government has 
agreed to give Ely College 
£2.5m to build a new two- 
storey science block on its 
grounds. 

Michael Gove, the Secretary of 
State for Education, has 
approved the college’s bid to the 
Education Funding Agency (EFA) 
for the development of the new 
facility. 

It means the school will be 
able to transform its existing 
science rooms into general- 
purpose teaching spaces and, 
more importantly, vacate the 
upper floors of the Needham’s 
Tower, which is no longer 
suitable for use. 

Catherine Jenkinson-Dix, 
college principal, said: “This is 
such fantastic news for the 
college and its community. 

“Ely has been growing for 
some time and this investment 
will allow us to improve our 
provision in a number of really 
important areas to meet the

needs of the city and its young 
people. 

“Our science department has 
been outstanding for a number 
of years now, and their move to 
this purpose built new teaching 
block can only enhance the work 
of this ambitious and innovative 
team further. 

“The refurbishment of our 
existing science rooms will also 
provide excellent new teaching 
rooms for several other depart¬ 
ments, allowing us to effectively 
close off the upper floors of the 
deficient Needham’s Tower and 
yet still gain considerable space 
overall.” 

The bid was lodged with the 
EFA in March this year under its 
Academies Capital Maintenance 
Fund 2012. 


The agency received bids for 
nearly 2,500 projects from over 
1,000 schools, totalling £1.16bn. 

However, only half of the 
schools received funding for 
their bids, with a total of £250mn 
going to 773 projects around the 
country. 

The new science block will be 
the first phase of an ambitious 
long-term rolling capital renewal 
plan that could see the school’s 
entire stock of buildings replaced 
over the next decade. 

Speaking from Westminster, 
fim Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, said: “This is 
fantastic news. 

“I fully support Ely College's 
ambitious plans to improve their 
site and this news is a huge step 
towards providing our young 
people with the school they 
deserve.” 

The college is now working 
with its project management 
team and the EFA to finalise a 
schedule for the build, with work 
due to commence over the 
summer. 

It is hoped the new facility will 
be completed around Easter next 
year.

Knot in my back yard, thanks

I CAUGHT up with Alan 
Titch'marsh at the recent 
BBC Gardeners’World 
Live show when he was 
giving advice on how to 
combat Japanese knotweed, 
the peril of many gardeners, 
a weed which is right up 
there on the list of 
seemingly indestructible 
thugs. 

“It was brought into this country 
as an ornamental plant by the 
Victorians, who thought it was 
beautiful,” he lamented. 

It has an underground network 
of tough, fast-growing rhizomes 
which makes it really difficult to 
control and in the summer the 
bamboo-like stems grow to more 
than 2. lm (7ft), suppressing all 
other growth. 

The RHS advises that if you’re 
going to try digging it out, remove 



as much root as possible, then 
repeatedly destroy regrowth. In this 
way the energy reserves in the 
remaining underground parts will 
be gradually exhausted but this 
process could take a very long 
time. 

Another option is to place a layer 
of carpet over it but you’ll have to 
leave it a long time before it dies 
and you can dig it up. 

And when you dispose of the 
plant, do so carefully, allowing it to 
dry out before burning. Whatever 


you do, don’t put it on your 
compost heap or into your normal 
household waste because it 
colonises without seeding. It might 
be worth contacting your local 
council for advice on its disposal. 

Titchmarsh, whose second ITV1 
six-part series of Love Your Garden 
is currently being shown on 
Tuesday nights, says the best time 
to tackle this incessant weed is 
when it’s in flower. 

“Chop it down to ground level 
and when it starts to regenerate, 


and particularly when it’s 
flowering, that’s the best time to 
spray Japanese knotweed,” he says. 

He says it’s more susceptible to 
systemic weedkillers such as 
Roundup later in the season. 

“Give it one big blast in autumn 
or late summer when it starts to 
flower,” he advises. 

If it’s coming through from a 
neighbour’s garden, you’ll need to 
put a physical vertical barrier in the 
soil, digging a trench not less than 
2m deep and inserting a tough, 


impenetrable membrane into it. 

My own nemesis is ground 
elder, introduced to Britain by the 
Romans as a pot herb and for its 
supposed medicinal purposes. 

I well recall when I first moved 
to my present house, one border 
was covered in it and I ended up 
putting weed-suppressing 
membrane on the whole area, left it 
for about six months and then dug 
out every bit of root I could see. 

Since then, it has threatened to 
appear from my neighbour’s 


garden, but I spray emerging leaves 
with systemic weedkiller on warm 
days in spring and that seems to 
keep it at bay. 

Persistent hoeing will weaken 
the plant but won’t kill it as the 
rhizomes are brittle and the plant 
will regrow from any fragment. 

If the weed creeps among your 
other garden plants, you may end 
up having to dig those up as well 
and untangle the runners from their 
roots, then allow time for any 
remaining bits to regrow and treat 
them with glyphosate. 

Another rampant pest is couch 
grass, with its fast-growing 
rhizomes, which can produce 
hundreds of feet of roots 
underground, giving rise to a mass 
of shoots above ground. 

It makes plants look untidy, with 
long blades of grass sticking out 
among your flowers, but can be 
dug up as the roots are shallow, 
rarely more than 20cm (8in) deep. 

If you loosen the soil as you go, 
you may be able to pull out long, 
intact lengths of rhizome. Try not 
to leave bits of root in the soil 
because they will only come up 
again. 

If your couch grass has spread 
from the lawn, create a clear edge 
between the lawn and flower beds 
to stop it spreading. 

Aggressive perennial weeds are 
a pain - but planning your attack 
and patience will hopefully help to 
eradicate them.

Peacock 
is proud 
of world 
record 


JONNIE Peacock hopes he can 
continue to “push the boundaries” in 
amputee sprinting after breaking the 
100m world record. 

The 19-year-old Chatteris athlete 
finished in 10.85sec at the US 
Paralympic Track & Field Trials, 0.06sec 
faster than the previous T44 record set in 
2007 by the United States’ 2004 
Paralympic champion Marlon Shirley. 

Single-leg amputee T44 athlete 
Peacock led home a strong field that 
included Shirley, world champion 
lerome Singleton, and last year’s 
Parapan American Games gold medal- 
winner farryd Wallace. 

An understandably delighted Peacock, 
whose time was also faster than the 
10.91 mark set by South African ‘Blade 
Runner’ Oscar Pistorius five years ago, 


bettered his previous personal best 
by 0.39sec. 

“When I first started running I hated 
saying my PB was 12-something. It was 
better when it was 11-something, but 
now I’m delighted it’s 10-something,” 
he said. 

“(Coach) Dan (Pfaff) and I knew I was 
in 10.7/10.8 shape and I came out here 
wanting to win, that was my first goal. I 
knew if I could beat these guys, who are 
the best in the world, then it would bode 
well for London. My second goal was to 
run under 11 seconds.” 

Peacock is not content to rest on this 
laurels, however, and is determined to 
keep improving in time for the 
Paralympic Games later this year. 

“I’ve gone almost a full second quicker 
in 12 months, from running 11.63 at the

World Championships in lanuary last 
year to 10.85,” he said. 

“I really couldn’t wish for a better start 
to my career. My PB last year was 11.47 
and less than 48 hours ago it was 11.24, 
now it’s 10.85 and I’m not stopping 
there. 

“I’m so excited now to just keep on 
racing and push the boundaries of what 
an amputee can do.” 

He added: “I’m still nervous about 
selection for the Paralympic Games, but 
hopefully I’ll get picked!”

Sayers: I’m in top shape for Olympics 


GOLDIE Sayers, who was this 
week officially named in the 
Great Britain Olympic team, 
refused to be downcast despite 
agonisingly finishing one place 
outside the medals in the javelin 
at the European Championships 
at the weekend. 

The 29-year-old former King’s 
School, Ely pupil, who had 
been one of only two to 
throw over 60m in 
qualifying, finished 
with a best of 63.01m - 
just 68cm behind 
German Linda Stahl, 
who took the bronze 
medal. 

It was not all doom and 
gloom for Sayers 
(pictured), however, as she 
admitted it was the best she had 
felt on the javelin run-up since 
finishing fourth at the Beijing 
Olympic Games four years ago. 
Ukraine’s Vira Rebryk took the 
gold medal with a national 


record throw of 66.86m, with 
German Christina Obergfoll 
second in 65.12m. Unlike a 
number of the 82 British 
athletes on show in Helsinki, 
Sayers had already guaranteed 
her London 2012 Olympic 
selection ahead of competing in 
the Finnish capital. 

And after a promising, if 
ultimately disappointing, 
performance when it 
mattered most in 
Finland, Sayers insists 
she will be in peak 
condition to challenge 
for the podium at the 
London Olympics. 

‘I really felt like my 
second best throw was a 
lot further, I tried to wait for 
the wind to 

die down but it just didn’t,” said 
a disappointed Sayers. 

“But it was a good competition 
and I felt good, to be honest that 
is probably the best I have felt on 


the mnway since Beijing. It was a 
good competition to be involved 
in, it's great preparation with a 
qualifying and a final, and this is 
the only time I get the chance. 
“Being five weeks away from 
London is still a long time to get 
some training in, so this was a 
great chance to practise the 
format with the qualifying, and I 
can’t feel any more confident 
after that. 

“My only regret is that I was first 
to throw in the final and I didn’t 
take the opportunity to lay down 
a marker to my rivals. 

“There were a few things that I 
needed to rectify from my last 
few competitions, working on 
my run-up, and I learned a lot 
out there, I need to keep making 
minor changes and I’ll be ready 
for London. My aim is to throw a 
personal best at the Olympic 
final, but the competition seems 
to be getting harder every year, 
so it’s going to be tough.”
